Demonstrators will Show Methods of 
Canning and 
Preserving. 
Hours 
for Lectures. 


Traveling across the state of Penn­ 
sylvania just now is a train filled 
with trained demonstrators in house­ 
hold economics and dainty kitchens 
and facts and figures. It is called the 
food conservation train. 
It will be 
in Gettysburg, Friday, June 21. 
It has been sent out on its mission 
by Director Howard He.nz, 
of 
the 
Food Supply Department of the Com­ 
mittee of Public Safety, visiting cities 
and towns to teach greater economy 
in the use of fool. It ii carrying into 
every community the message: “Save 
Wheat, Meats, Fats and Sugar”. 
It is trying to show that if the loy­ 
al, patriotic, and willing women of 
Pennsylvania will save just a little 
in the use of floj , 
beef, 
fat*, and 
sugar, there will ie an aggregate sav­ 
ing of millions of pounds in foods 
that will instantly become available 
for our soldiers in the field and oui* 
allies across the waters. 
There are three cars in the train. 
These are in charge of Roy L. French, 
and are accompanied by a number of 
experts from State College. 
In one of these, the Home Econo­ 
mics car, lectures are given from IO 
to 12 in the morning and from 2 to 
5:30 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The 
talks are bright, cheerful, instructive 
and homelike. The kitchens area de­ 
light to any woman’s heart and are 
equipped to 
show 
how 
delicious 
bread and biscuits and other foods 
can be prepared with the use of less 
wheat flour and the greater use of 
corn and other cereals. 
Also, in this car, scores of ways 
to save money are brought out, and 
potatoes and milk take a prominent 
place in the demonstration. 
Then there is another 
cst 
that 
shows how home canning and drying 
may be made profitable to the house­ 
wife. 
During the past few years the 
canning of meats, as well as fruits 
and vegetables, has attracted great 
interest. How poultry and other pro­ 
ducts can be canned for future use 
in palatable form is one of the fea­ 
tures of this demonstration. The car 
is equipped with a complete 
appli­ 
ance for drying fruits and vegetables. 
The third car has been fitted up by 
the United States Food Administra­ 
tion, and is filled with exhibits and 
graphic charts to show how necessary 
it is that the people of the United 
States conserve supplies of all kinds 
of foods and more particularly wheat, 
meats, fats and sugar. Every person 
is cordially invited and expected to 
visit 
the 
food 
conservation 
train 
during its stay here. 
It will be placed on the Western 
Maryland siding, coming here from 
Hanover where it will be stationed 
the preceding day.

French Advance on One Wing, and 
Germans on Another. Center Re­ 
mains Firm. Americans Hold, 


(By Cable) 
London, June 13—The great battle 
is to-day raging on a fifty mile front 
from Montdidier 
to Villen 
Forest. 
It comprises 
all the new Oiae 
line 
and 
that on the 
northwest of 
the 
Marne. 
South of Villera Cotteretea 
Forest there 
is intermittent 
firing 
as far as 
Chateau Thierry, adding 
twenty five miles of fighting area to 
the main battle zone. 
On the Oise front the French pro­ 
gressed on the 
West, and held the 
center. The enemy made further pro­ 
gress in the East. 
The French, delivering their first 
counter-attack 
on the eastern wing 
of the Oise front, hurled the enemy 
back across the 
Mats river, taking 
IOO prisoners 
and a number of ma­ 
chine guns. 
There w m no new Ger­ 
man drive in 
other sections of this 
front. 
On the Marne front, the Germans 
hurled a great attack with fresh di­ 
visions on B&lieau Wood and B o r ­ 
sches but it was broken up by Ameri­ 
can and French troops who held all 
their newly won positions and inflict­ 
ed the heaviest losses on the enemy. 
The Germans made their most vio­ 
lent efforts on the Aisne Front and 
at Villers Forest, 
and aucceded

BLAMES THE SOLDIERS 


Heart-Broken Franklin County Youth 
Tries Suicide. 


Claiming that soldiers from Camp 
Colt had stolen the affection of his 
sweetheart, 
Francis Bumbaugh, 
of 
Bondbank, Franklin County, attempt­ 
ed suicide. 
The bullet, however, en­ 
tered one of his legs between the hip 
and the knee, and was found and re­ 
moved, so that his condition is not re­ 
garded as serious. 
Several days ago he told a Cham­ 
bersburg policeman that

Each day In the Argonne levied ita 
foil of victims, sometimes many, some­ 
times only a few. 
It Is only natural 
that the morale of the soldiers should 
not he at Its best under these circum­ 
stances. 
With the same Indifference 
that the men had once gone to their 
work to support their wives and chil­ 
dren they now went Into action. This 
business of killing had become dally 
routine.
